Outside of the build- 
ing and in front of the Chamber of 
Commerce, which stands opposite the 
Western Union building, «a large 
crowd had gathered to wituess the de- 
parture of the operators from the 
building. There was some cheering 
as the head of the column of strikers 
made its appearance; but it soon 
melted away, as the operators marched 
from the scene to the headquarters 
of the Union for deliberation. 
When the operating room had been 
cleared, it was found that forty oper- 
ators were still at their desks, exclus- 
ive oftwenty-dne chief operators and 
officials. 

The Wheatstone Company is in full 
operation, by which all New York 
business can be taken care of.
